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BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 


The final meeting of the present Board of Deputies was held on Thursday 
evening, the ‘ith inst., at the Vestry Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Syna- 
gue, Bevis Marks. There were present : Mr. J. SeEBaG MONTEFIORE, Vice-Presi- 
ent. in the Chair; Dr. M. Clifford; Messrs. S. V. Abraham. D. L. Alexander, B 
Birnbaum, M. Castello, E. A. Franklin, H. Harris, J, Mason, H, Nathan, 8, Schloss, 
Solomon. 

The Solicitor and Secretary (Mr. Lewis Emanuel) read despatches, forwarded 
by the Earl of Rosebery, from Sir John Drummond Hay, British Minister in Morocco, 
respecting the Jews of Demnat. The despatches were marked “ confidential,” but 
we understand that Sir J. D. Hay called attention to an allegation made by the 
Moorish Government that the heads of the Demnat Jews had made exaggerated 
claims for compensation for the sufferings which they bad endured. Sir Jobn also 
forwarded copies of correspondence which had pas-ed on this subject between him- 
self and the Moorish Government and the representatives of the Jews in Demnat. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, the Foreign Offices Despatches were referrel 
to the Conjoint Committee of the Board and the Anglo-Jewish Association, 

The Solicitor and Secretary read a letter from the Secretary of the United 
Synagogue, embodying a resort of the Executive Committee submitted to the April 
meeting of the Council (and already published by us) respecting a demand of the 
Board that it should, according to previous arrangement. be invited to co-operate 
with the United Synagogue whenever representations, had to te made to the Home 
Office on matters affecting the placing of Jewish youths in Reformatories and 
Industrial Schools, 

Mr. S. Scuioss, having reid Article 2 of the Board's Constitution, dec'ared that 
the United Synagogue had directly infringed the rights of the Board, He rtrongly 
opposed any acknowledgment of its letter being sent to the United Synagogue. 

After some discussion, it was resolved to send a reply to the United Synagogue 
expressing satisfaction at the recognition given by the Council of the claims of the 
Board of Deputies to represent its constituent congregations whenever legislation 
calculated to affect Jewish interests is contemplated, 

A letter was read from the Governors of St. Paul's School,in reply to an appli- 
cation from the Boird (made on the initiative of Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P.), asking 
for facilities to be giveo to Jewish pupils to discontinae their attendance on Friday 
afternoons during the winter months before the coming in of the Sabbath. The 
Governors answered that having regard to the interests of the School, they did not 
think it would be proper for them to make any alteration in the school hours. 

It was resolved that the correspondence be published in the Annual Report, but 
that no further action be taken, it being feared that, if the mst er were prersed, 
the posi'ion of the Jewish pupils at the St. Paul's School might be injured. 

rhe half-yearly Balance-sheet and the Annual Report were brought up and 
adopted, and ordered to be printed and circulated, 

A passage in the report had reference to the action of the Boar! last year on 
the occasion of Baron Henry de Worms, M,P., being appointed Parliamentary Sec- 
retary to the Board of Trade. The question was raised whether, ia view of Baron 
de Worms'’s recent proceedings, the passage should or should not be retained. After 
some remarks from the several members present, it was resolved that all ,compli- 
mentary expressions be expunged,and thata mere record of the event bé published? 
together with the Baron's reply to the letter of congratulation 

On the motion of Mr. 8S. ScHLOss, seconded by Mr. E. A. Franklin, cordial votes 


of thanks for their services during the past three years were pas-ed to the President 


(Mr. Arthur Coben, Q.C., M.P.), the Vice-President. and the So icitor and Secretary. 


The Third Anntal Report for the Ses ion 1555-86, mentions that at the time of 
its ieeue the Board consist-d of 14 Deputies. representing 14 Metropolitan and 16 
Provincial Synagocyer, The report containsa record of mach usefn! work ond 
notes some valuable resulte attained. It embraces the following subjects :—The 
death of Sir Moses Montefiore ; the elevation of Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild to the 
peerage ; the appo.ntment of Baron Henry d3 Worms to an administrative post in 
the Government ; revision of the Board's constitution ; jurisdiction as to marriaves ; 
the Factory ard Workshops’ Act; polling on Friday at Parliamentary elections - 
Oxford and Cambridye local examinatio.s ; examinations under S-iesce and Art 
Department ; Jewish inmates of industrial schools; and foreign affairs in conjunc- 
tion with the Ang'o-Jewish Association, such as the Jews in Roumania, deputation 
tu Lord Salisbury, and the Jews in Demuat, Morocco. 


SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE SCHOOL, 


Mr. JosepH De Castro preside! on Sunday afternoon at the distribution of 
prizes to the children attendiug the Villareal and the National Infant Schools of 
the Spanish and Portuguese congrevation. The school-rooms, in which the pro- 
ceedings took place, were inconve:iently crowded, and were tastefully decorated 
through the kindress of Mesers, J, Defriesand Sone, Among the numerous visitora 
were Dr. Oppenheim, Mrsars, 1). Bc noliel, M. Castello, J, N. Castello. Jamea Castello 
Barrow Emonuel, Joshui M. Levy, Arthur Lindo, Gabriel Lindo, Eustace A. Lindo. 
B, S. Marke, Atrabam Mocatta, F. 1). Mocatia, Claude Montefiore. 

The afternoon's programme commenced with singing (Misa M. Nieto presiding 
at the harmonium), and Eeglith and Hebrew recitations. one of the former being 
given by an infant, Sarah Cohen, no: yet four year's old. ‘This portion of the en- 
tertainment, coupled with the neat appearance of the childrea, gave general 
satisfactior. 

Mr. CAsrKo then distributed the prizes and subscquently addressed the 
meeting. After a reference to his predecessors in the chair. he said that the past 
twelve montts certainly marked a novel epoch in the history of the schools, which 
for the firt time had been subjecte! to an examination by one of the Government 
Inepectors of Rchoo's, Having read Mr, Palmer's report, the substance of whi -h 
we have already published, Mr. de Castro continued his address by pointing out 
that there were three ways in which Jewish schools might be conducted “es 
first coutse was to keep such schools strictly denominational in their character : 
the second was eo to alt'r their system as to permit of their receiving a Govern. 
ment grant; aud the third was to clove them tor secular education. and to send the 
children to receive such instracti -n at the Board Schools. (No, no, and some 
hisees ) He agreed with the friends of the Convregational Schools that they should 
be kept ss Denominational schools, but although not in receipt of a Govern- 
ment grant, they might +till have the tevefit of a Government examiner. The 
placing cf the schoo's under Government would entail so many chanves in th pre- 
mises them+elves ard in their managemen*, that it woud be well to cont nue 
them on the tame lines es in the past, and retain them as a lantimark in Por- 
tug uesre Jewish hir tory, The ¢xamirer's report was the beat testimony to the 
excellence of the teaching staff, but to keep upa good staff r quired a good balances 
at the benkers, He had been atrked to point out to the friends of «duction that if 
they desired to see the echools continue iu their present efficient stite. they shou'd 
rot give their he!p sparmedically, but ty means of substantial tu! seriptions, which 
were the backbone of every institution, A large amount of good would then be 
«flected, and the future of the children now attending the s:hcols would in every 
way be prcmoted. After a reference to the gratuitous serviers of Mr. Jessurun 
instructor In #inging, Mr. de Castro corc'uded bia eprech with some earnest and 
euitable words of aavice to the cbhi'dren and their parente. 

Mr, CLAULE MONTEFIORE propored @ vote of thanks to the Ladies’ Committec 
and theic Presidert, Mre, Almoenino, wheee zealous work he warmly eulogised, 
He congratulated them on the innovation of telecting an examiner from outrile, 


The echoo's of the Portuguese Congregation fil'ed a place in the community, and 
had several excellent features of their own. One of theee featarte, lens in 
Government schools, was that they reminded the visitor not alone of em on, 
business and discip'ioe, bat also of the home, of warm and kindly hom conus 
Government echoo's wou'd do well to imitate this feature, though he feared thata 
too flexible code micht render this difficult.’ 
ea Mr, Evstace A. Lixo, treasurer of the schools, acknowledged the vote of 
thanks, 
Similar compliments were paseed on the motion of Mr. ARTHUR LINDO to Misa 
Pariente and the teaching staff, and on the proposition of Mr. F. D. Mocatta (who 
advccated the placing of the school under Goveroment, if it were at all practicable) 
to the chairman of the day. oe 
The proceedings terminated with the singing of the National Anthem. ; 
The Milly Lirdo Scholarships (£5) were awarded to Sersh Costa and Carrie 
Valentine; the “Florence Deborah” Memorial Prize (£5, presented by Me. 
Joseph de Castro) to Rache! Benhamna ; and the Fanny Ropbé Memorial I rizes 
Gulda Mirando, Lizzie Halivs, Fanny Delmonte, and Sophie Valentine. Special 
prizes were also presented by Mr. Joseph Sebag Montefiore (who sent £5), Mr. 
Alexander J. Montefiore, and Mr, Joseph Norea Lindo, the latter a gift being in 
memory of hia late wife. 


JOSEPHUS AGAINST APION, 


On Sunday last a Paper was read by the Rev. S. Singer, before the Jews Col- 
lege Literary Society, on ** Josephus against Apion,’ A letter was received from 
Dr. H. Adler excusing his absence, as he was engaged in communal business at 
Liverpool. There wasa large attendance. Mr. ISkAEL ABRAH M.A., presided, 

The first portion of the Paper is published in another column, 

The usual discussion fo lowed the paper. 

The Rey, A. Lowy. remarked that Mr, Singer's address might fourm a suitable 
epilogue to any future elition of Apion. Mr. Singer's remarks with reference ne) 
anti-Semitism were very trenchant, and it was a pity that men like Stocker could 
not have been present to hear them, There wasa sufficient reason for the absence 
of the man whocalls himself by the alias of Dr. Justus—he was till lately in prison. 
Ji sephuss work was of great import snee for several reasons, Rabbinism, it showed, 
had to a certain extent constituted itself before the time of the composition of the 
Mishnah. Thetwocharactistic features of Josephus’s account of Jadaism —atten- 
tion to education and love of home—were still peculiarities of Jews. Josephus an- 
nounces the doctrine that the application of study was more valuable than the 
a udy itself, and that principle had always been the guide of Jews, 

Mr. CLAUDE MONTEFIORE said that he was very pleased to be pretent at Mr. 
Singer's instructive lecture. He merely wished to remark that Josephus was ex- 
ceedingly unjust to the Greek historians. They were not untruthfu'. Herodo*us, 
if not always accurate, was certainly trath-loving, while Thucydides was accurate 
as well, | 

Mr, OSWALD J. Stmon, who also expres:ed his gratitude for Mr. Singer's very 
admirable address, thought that Josephus was not so w:1l known as he ought to be 
by Jews, Mr, Simon's father bad made it a practice to present his sons with copies 
of “ Josephus sgainst Apion "’ on their confirmation. 

Dr. FRIEDLANDER thanked Mr. Singer for his lecture. He deprecated a long 
discussion because of the heat. 

Mr. J. M. Lissack objected to the opinion that calv mnies ought only to be lived 
down. They should be freely and fully answered. 

Mr, SCHECHTER quoted the Talmudic taylng, ASW ADV. This 
he applied by declining to make a loag speech. Comment was unnetcssary after 
Mr. Singer's learned and interesting remarks 

Dr. GASTER quoted a parallel to the ancient superstizion with reference to tbe 
‘head of the ass.”. It is still believed that in the Roumanian Church no prayers 
are held unless a dog is present, 

The CHATRMAN eaid that there was one fact about replies which must pot be 
overlooked in estimating their eflicacy. A reply, if able, immortalises the charge 
and renders it permanent, Apion’s attack bad long ago fallen into the oblivion 
which awaits untruth if left to itse f, but his aceusations hare been perp tuated 
by his Hebrew critic's reply. It had been the same with the Christian apologists, 
Calumny, however, was jers troublesome than flattery, What Jews wanted and 
could not get was bare justice. They neither ask:d for animosity nor generosity. 
A far harder class to deal with than calumniitors were tho e who praiasd Jews 
for qualities which they did not possess, Stdcker was offensive, but though it 
was almost blasphemy to mention herin the.same breath with him, so also was the 
late George Eliot.

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THE BLOOD ACCUSATION AT BUCHAREST. 


Although prejudices against the Jews are rampint in Roumania, our coreli- 
gionists in that country have for avery long time been spared by their detrac- 
tors from the “ Blood Accusation.” On the recent festival of Passover, however. 
the charge was revived at Bucharest, and as the sequel proved intentionally 
with the object of leading to anti-Jewish excesses. At ten o'clock in the 
morning of the second day of Passovera Ciliristian sent his little son, eight years 
old, toa fellow Christian, Jancu Bakan, who lives opposite the Jewish Hospital, 
in order to make a purchase. Bakan, not h wing the desired article in stock, 
directed the boy to the shop of a neighbouring Jew, Mordecai Belfer, where he 
might obtain that which his father desired. The morning and afternoon passed 
away, but the child had not returned home. The father having been told 
that his son was last seen to enter the house of the Jew Belfer _~B ik in declared 
that he did not emerre therefrom proce eded to the house, and when informed 
that the lad had not been there at all, he made a great outery, with the result 
that a mob soon congregate d round him. Cries were raised of * Let us kill the 
Jews who have murdered a Christian child,” and preparations were being made to 
cary the threat into execution, but for once in the way the police protected 
the Jews from violence. 

At six o'clock in the evening the little boy was brought home to his parents, 
He related that when he left Bakan, a Christian took hold of him and conveved 
him to a place some distance from the city. He was only released through 
another individual: taking pity on him. Ilad the child not been found, the 
charge of having killed him would have been formally raised against Belfer, 
who would have had the utmost difficulty in clearing himself from the accusation.

SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE SYNAGOGUE. 


On Sunday last a meeting of the Yehidim of the Syanish and Portuguese 
Synagogue was held at the Vestry Room, Bevis Marks. 
the Chair, 

On the motion of Mr. ABRAHAM Mocarra, Messrs. Gabriel S. Brandon, Manuel 
Castello, Gabriel Lindo ani Joseph Sebag Montefiore were re-elected representatives 
at the Board of Deputies; and on the motion of Mr, J. M. Levy, Mr. Abraham 
Mocatta was electei in the place of Mr. Solomon Ezekiel, who wrote to decline re- 
election. 

In the course of ‘a conversation, Mr. ABRAHAM MocAtTTa referred to the narrow 
scope of the powers of the Board of Deputies,and Mr. A. D. De Pass suggested that 
the Board should seek an enlargement of its p)»wers, and to watch over ths interesta 
of the Jews of the whole world, as well as the United Kingdom. 

Mr. MANUEL CASTELLO pointed out that a Conjoint Committee of the Board 
of Deputies and of the Anglo-Jewish Association watched the interest of foreign 
Jewsand that joint communications were made to the Foreign Office. 

Mr. G. Linpo referred to the Parliawentary work of the Board of Deputies. 

Mr. ISAAC PARIENTE 1n moving the following resolution pointed out that in all 
the constituent synagogues of the’ United Synagogue the names of candidate for 
offices were published in the Jerish Chronic!

Mr. PARIENTE said it was useless to recommend anything to the Elders, as they 
did not pay the least attention to the wishes of the Yehidim., He would rather 
withdraw his reso'ution, 

Mr. J. M. LEvy appealed to Mr. Pariente to accep? the resolutionsin the form in 
which he bad drafted them and pointed out that,accoriing to the constitution of the 
congregation, any resolution passed by the Yehidim must be approved by the Elders 
before coming into effect 

Mr. Pariente again declined, but eventually withdrew his r-solution 

The amendment of Mr. J. M. Levy was seconded by Mr, D. BENOLIEL, and 
after some remarks by Mr. A. MocatTa, (who defended the acon of the Elders) 
and Mr. A. D. De Pass (who regretted the critical attitute adopted by some of the 
members) was carried unanimously. 

Mr. A, BENARBO gave notice of the following resolution : “ That a Committee, 
consisting of Yehidim attending the Bevis Marks Synagogue and of the Mahamad, 
be appointed to enquire into the attendance and also on the mode of conductiog the 
service and to report and make a recommendation thereon,” 

In reply to a question, the CHAIRMAN stated that the scheme of the Theological 
College at Ramsgate was about tobe revised and at the same time provision would be 
made for theappointment of an Ecclesiastical Chief. 

A vote of thanks to the Chair terminated the meeting.

METROPOLITAN FREE HOSPITAL. 


On Wednesday evening the Festival Dinner, in aid of the funds of the 
Metropolitan Free Hospital, was held at the Holborn Restaurant, Mr. Cyrit 
Fiower, M.P., in the Chair. As usual. there was a “Jewish” table (served 
under the superintendence of Mr. M. Silver), and among those present were the 
Revs. I. Cohen, S. Gollancz, and SS. Singer: Mr. Coleman Defries, Mr. H. H. 
Collins (the architect of the new hospital), Mr. S. F. Feldman, and others. 

In proposing the toast of the evening, “ Prosperity to the Metropolitan Free 
Hospital,” the CHAIRMAN made an el equ nt and earnest appeal on behalf of the 
institution. He sketched its history, how it had grown from a simple dispensary, 
whe n it Wiis tirst establised in 1R3h, had heen c instituted as a hospital in 1843 
for the reception of a few in patients, at the suggestion of the late Duke of ¢ am- 
bridge ; had grown year by year, gradaally increasing in usefulness until now it 
was scarcely second to any in the extent of the benefit it conferred upon the 
sick and suffering poor. Driven from Devonshire Square, Bishopsgate, by the 
inexorable needs of the Metropolitan Railway, it had found som» diffi vulty in 
finding a suitable re sting-place, but at last a highly desirable site had been secured 
in the Kingsland Road,in one of the poorest, most densely populated, quarters of 
London. The building had ber n opened some time for tlie treatment of out patients, 
and he hop d that not miny wee ka would piss before it would be ready for 
the reception of in-patients. He hid inspected the building from cellar to roof, 
and he was struck with admiration at the absolute perfection of its arrange 
ments. The architect (Mr. H. H. Collins) had suppressed the natural desire of 
his profession hy co-centrating attention, not upon tmiere outward decoration, but 
rather upon the hygienic excellence of the internal arrangements of the build- 
ing. The new hospital would contain 160 beds for in-patients, but this number 
could only be admitted through a greatly augmented support being extended to 
the hospital. He was struck with the deplorable wretchedness, the barren 
monotony of the poor dwellings, reaching as far as his eye could see, imme- 
diately surrounding the new building. The Chairman concluded by expressing 
the contident hope that the Metropolitan Free Hospital would, by the combined 
and persistent efforts of its friends, continue its bencficent work of helping to 
relieve the sick and suffering poor of the metropolis. 

Among the other toasts was that of “ Our Hebrew Friends,” proposed in 
genial terins by the Cuyinwasn. He said that if he spoke for hours he could not 
sufficiently give expression to his feelings of respect and admiration for the 
Jewish people. He was attached to them by ties the nearest and dearest to 
man. To them he owed the greatest and best gift of which man could boast—a 
good, true, and gentle wife. The Jews, by their intelligence and genius, in 
science, art, and politics, as in all walks of life, had deservedly gained the respect 
and esteem of their fellow men. Their Hebrew friends especially worked 

earnestly, and were most distingui-hed for, thcir deeds of charity in dispensing 
as well toChristian as to Jew benevolence in which heart and mind were com- 
b.ned to make the benetit to th: poor as great and as helpful as possible. He 
would couple with the toast the nume of Mr. Coleman Defries, who person- 
ally been associated with the hospital for a quarter of a century, and whos? 
f m.ty lad ben its generous +upporters for many years. He found that in th: 
nw building provision was made for the accommodation df 4) Jewish patients, 
who would be supplied with kosher food and all that their religious requirements 
de nanded. He could only say to the Jews, God bless them, and might 
Christian and Jew grasp each otber’s hands with ever-increasing mutual regard 
and respect. 

Mr. Coreman Derrires briefly acknowledged the toast. He said that his 
late father, about twenty-five years ago, had suggested that some beds shoul! 
bo provided for the special accom modat on of Jewish in patients : the request 
had been readily granted, very much to the advantage of the Jewish poor The 
lead nz fe.itare of the Institution, which attracted admiration, was that it was 
quite free to all, irrespective of creed and without recommendation other than 
the suffering and poverty of the patients. 

Mr. GEesce Croxton, the secretary of the institution, announced during 
eveniog that several donation lists, the aggregate total of which waa £2,177. 
The list of Messra. Defries amounted to upwards of £300, including a. donation 
of £30 from Messrs. Defries, and £25 from Messrs, Rothschild, Mr. Croxton 
also announced that within the last few days he hid been informed of a legacy 
of £1

Trajan—evidently a patron of Josephus and of letters generally. It opens witha 
discussion of the question as to the antiquity of the Jews. Like many other na- 


tions, the Jews were very sensitive on t} 


potut of their ancient origin—although 


they never went so far as to maintain that the yY were ant chthronous, Sprung from 
the very soil on which they lived, Suspicion had been cast upon their antiquity by 
the silence of the Greek historians regarding them. This silence, Josephus main- 
tains, is far from convincing, because in the earlier ages the Greeks were by no 
means so earefal in pre serving historical records as other nations—-as. for ex ample, 
the Ek ryptians, Chaldeans, and Pheonicians, They were in early times in a ve ry 
unsettled state ; letters were introduced into Greece at a comparatively late period ; 
the poems of Homer were at first not written down, but committed to memory (a 
fact on which all modern investigators are agreed), while the Greek historians and 
philosophers do not reach back much farther than the Persian wars, Moreover, 
Greek historians are far from trustworthy ; they contradict one another, and that not 
upon trifles alone. This is dae to the fact that they possess no original contemporary 
records, They aimed more at beauty of form and at producing an agrecable im- 
pression upon their readers than at truth, Jews may yield then the palm of ek 
gance of ttyle and eloquence of language, but they have nothing to learn from 
them on the subject of historical verity. Egyptians, Babylonians and Phonicians, 
and especially the Judeans, have always been carefal to preserve records of public 
events, the Jews committing this important duty to the moset.eminen’ of their 
priests and prophets. This remark leads toa brief digression touching the purity 
of the descent of the priestly families, on which Jo ephus, himself a priest, was some- 
what keen. Returning to the suviject of the preservation of h'storical records, 
Josephus points to the Jewish Scriptures, which number 22 books, grouped in three 
divisions, gives the periods they cover, refers to other writings probably the Apoery- 
pha, draws an argument as to the sanctity of the Scriptares from the facts —1, That 


mor 
tiking ought away from them, and, 2, that they are ready, if neel be, to sacriiice 
their lives for them, With this devotion he contrasts the levity of the Greeks who 
wonld not undergo the least privation, if it were to preserve the whole body of 
their writings, He does not biame them for it ; because “ they know that they are 
frarned agreeably to the inclination of their authors.

writings by the same standard, because they see some of the present generation bold 
enough to write about events wherein they were not preaent, and in regard t 
which they give themselves no pains to ascertain the trath from those that were. 

He then refers to his own writings and maintains for them 
a character of trustworthine-s, as being either the productions in great part of an 
eyewitness whose assertions are corroborate 1 by competent authorities, or trans:rip- 
tions from the sacred books to which, as prie-t, he had easy access from childhood

They are because the Jews did not inhabit a maritime count ry, the northern part of 
the coast of Palestine being, we are to suppose occupied by the Pheonicians 
and the southern by the Philistines; because they “were not a mercantile 
people nora race of robbers, and hence did not in carly times go far from home, and 
because they contented themselves with cultivating their fertile soil. and makin: 
it dheir principal care to cducate their children well, On the other and the Greeks 
became early acquainted with the Phwnicians through their voyages undertaken 
for purposes of traffic : with the Egyptians by m-ansof the Phauicians; with the 
Medes and Persians through their campaigns ;. with the Thracians by reason of theic 
Vicinity and with the Scythians,in consequenceof the Greeks sailing across the Black 
Sea. Even Rome was not known to the Greeks at ane rly period, and is not men- 
tioned by Herodotus or Thucydides who lived about 200 years after the foun ling 
of Kome, A similar ignorance existed with regard to the Gau’s and the Spaniards 
Their silence, therefore, in referencs to the Jews proves nothing. Ilow would the 
Greeks like to have the sim? argument appliel to them, and the asser- 
tion to be made that they could only be of recent origin, becaus® our writings 
Kive no evidence concerning them! Tue proof must be sought from 
our neighbours ; and here Josephus quotes at length from the Ezyptian records of 
Manetho, who identifies the Hyksos or shepherd kings with the Jews; from 
Ph enician sources, referring especially to the building of the Temple andthe inter- 
course between Hiram and Solomon ; from Berosus the Chaldran priest. whose 
account of the flood his in recent times had further and moat interesting ligh’ 
thrown upon it by George Sinith’s decipherment of (Assyrian cuneiform) 
lascriptions, But not upon these alone woald Josephus rely. Ife gives cop‘ous 
extracts from Greek writers of repute such, as Pythagoras, Hlermippus,Theophrastces, 
Herodotus, the poet Choerilus, Clearchus, Aristotle, Hecatwas aad others, to establish 
his contention, They all knew aud spoke of Jews, their country, customs, aad beliefs, 
It is ithpossible without unduly ex ending this lecture to dwell upon these citations. 
Une thing, however, is worthy of remark—that there is reason to accept Jos phus's 
quotations in this book as genuine, He is well abreast of the criticism of his age, 
and in as much as his citations from works still extant have been verified, the pre- 
‘sumption is in his favour in regard to those that have teen lost to us, Moercover, is 


_is not likely that he wou!'d have deliberately fabricated evideace from authors whose 


works were preserved in every great library, and coud not hive been absent from 
that of a city like Alexandria, enriched by the wise muanificeice of the Ptolen- 
ies, a city that ram Rome very hard in the matter of culture, and where, if he had 
induig€d in inventions, exposure and condemnation would have iaevitably followed 
updn the offence. 

The concluding chapters of tie first book deal in a keenly erit’cal manner with 
the Egyptian aceouuts of the origiu of the Jewish people as a race of lepers, and 
with the manner they are supposed to have become possessed of the laud of 
Palestine,

Mesers. J. S. Virtue & Co. have sent us the Art Journal for 1885, a very 
handsome volume, containing admirable examples of recent developments of the 
art of engraving. There are two articles on Mr. Alfred de Rothschild’s collec- 
tion in Seamore Place, with a reproduction of aome of the gems. Among them 
ie Romney's portrait of that beautiful Lady Hamilton who was called Emma 
Lyons or Lyon, and Emma Hart or Harte, before she married the British Ambas- 
sadot at Naples and intrigued with Horatio Nelson. The conclusions as to her 
descent cuggested by her names and her face are not, we think, contirmed her own 
story. The Art Journal also contains “ Talitha cumi,”’ a picture engr wed by Carl 
Dietrich from the Italian artist Domenico Morclli. Miss Helen Zinmmern writes 
at interesting account of the painter, but miases the Opp rtunity of elucidating 
the curious scene depicted, the raising of Jairus’s daughter, a legendary episode 
in the life of the Jews shortly after their subjugation by Rome, described by that 
writer whose narrative is called the Gospel of St. Mark. As for the words they 
are Aramaic and mean “ Daresel, arise.”” In general the letterpress of the volume 
is inferior to its artistic features. For instance, the collections of ' Mr. 
Edward Josephs”. and “Sir Julian Goldsmith” are spoken of ; and the 
more ambitious CsEAys often treat ina poetical style of ever, thing in general and 
nothing in particular, instead of giving the facts which those interested in the 
pictures most want to know. That is the common vice of illustrated 
books and journals. Bowing to custom, we have’ no right to complain if the 
illustrations are good, us they undoubtly are in the volume before us. 


“The Riviera” by the Rev. Dr Hugh Macmillan, issued by the same pub- 
lishers, is an admirable guide to that sunny corner of the earth 
In spite of the prevalent idea that Jews suffir little from  phthisis’ 
und kindred complainta, the cosmopolitan hotels and villas at Nice 
and Cannes will be found to contain unfortunately a large number of 
Israelites, some of whom indeed nay hate come merely for enjoyment, but 
others who have been driven by the stern neces ssity of disease. (ne of the 
saddest pictures we have seen on the Riviera was a young Jewish lawyer of 
Wareaw, who had been forced to abandon a rapidly growing practice, and the 
beautiful Jewess to whom he was engaged, and to seek a not very hopeful 
recovery in the South: Dr. Macmillan is, as m iny of our readera know, Doctor 
of Laws and Divinity, not of Medicine, and chietly deals, in the present issue of 
this charmingly illustrated volume, with the antiquities and associations of 
the storied shore, which Phoenicians, Greeks, Romans, Goths and Saracens have 
colonised in turn. From Nice, for example, he takes us to Levens the head- 
quarters of the ancient Leponti, who gave their name to the Lepontine Alps. 
“ This,” observes the author, “is the birthplace of Massena, whose parents were 
Jews,and who begun life as a humble potboy in one of the rude inns of the 
village.’ Asa diligent student of the Biblical narratives, Dr. Macmillan is often 
rominded of Palestine. Indeed, the shores of the Western Mediterranean, a 
narrow forestless strip between high rmmountains and the sea, naturally reproduce 
many of the physical features of the Eastern littoral. Cultivacion is carried up 
almost to the tops of the hills by industrious peasant proprietors, likethose whom 
the operation of the Land-laws of the Pentateuch was manifestly destined to 
maintain in the Holy Land. The slopes are everywhere built into terraces, main- 
tained by incredible labour, faced with walls of rough stone, and planted with 
the vine, olive and fig tree. The streams are few and far between ; in every 
olive-yard there is the indispensable well for watering the cultivated plants 
which would otherwise perish. ‘This circular well is, ae in the Biblical lands, the 
centre of life, round which the human household and all natural beauty and 
luxuriance revolve. Eliezer might range his camels beside it till Rebekah 
should come and draw water for them, and find favour in the eyes of the faithful 
servant who is to lead her to her husband. 

Messrs. Virtue’s great publication of “ The Arts in the Middle Ages and the 
Renaissance se by Paul Lacroix, the indefatigable writer who often used the 
pseudonym of Bibliophile Jacob, is well known and there is no reason to dwell 
upon its re-issue. The mediaeval Jew, of course, finds more than one place in its 
pages, a8 for example in“ the Dance of Death” at p. 202, where the old story is 
preached by the monkish artist. which the pagan Horace had preached before. 
The coins are rolling from the money-bags of the trader ; Death grips him by the 


beard, 


“ The Orient Line Guide” (London : Sampson Low Melbourne. Sydney, 
&c.: Geo. Robertson), new edition, is perhaps the most remarkable of those 
extraordinarily comprehensive publications which the great steamboat com- 
panies get up for the use of passengers on their floating-palaces. With this the 
traveller may beguile the long summer days in learning the theories of naviga- 
tion, the natural history of the sea, the names of all the stars that blaze in the 
Southern Cross and a hundred other matters. Mr. Joseph Hatton has compiled 
such another book or books for Transatlantic voyagers ; the handsome manual 
which illustrates the po mular Orient route by Naples or the Cape to the Antipodes 
is edited by Mr. W. J. Loftie.

NOTES OF THE WERK. 

The new Board of Deputies, the elections for whi h commenced this weck 
Will on its assembling in the course of a few weeks he of a more representative 
character than any of its predecessors, For the first time since the menrorable 
secession which led to the establishment of the West London Synagogue of 
British Jews, that synagogue will be r presented on the Board of Deputics. The 
entire community may be congratulated on this happy reconciliation, for at no 
time was it more nec stary than at present that minor dissensions should give 
way to harmony and union. The Berkeley Street Synagogue could not tind 
better representatives than Sir Julian Goldsmid, MP, and Mr. Philip Magnus, 
the two gentlemen who, as we announce elsewhere, have bein nominated as its. 
Deputies. The selection of Sir Julian Goldsmid is especially fitting, as it was 
he, who in his capacity as member for the Merthy Tydvil Congregation at the 
old Board, obtained the appointment of a Committee to consider the relations 
between the Board and the Berkeley Street Synagogue. The outcome of the 
proceedings of this Committee, as our readers will remem) r, Was ths adoption 
of such judicious alterations in the Constitution of the Board as will render it 
practicable for the West London Sy hagvogue, without losing one 1ota its inde- 
pendence, to join orthodox congregations in sending representative: to that 


body. 


Telegrams from Bucharest, confirmed by private information, announce 
that negotiations between the Austro-Hungarian and Roumanian Delegates for 
the new Commercial Treaty between the two countries are not making satisfac- 
tory progress. The difficulties have arisen through Roumania declining to agree 
to the “ most favoured nation " clanses, and demanding impossible concessions, 
[t is through this Treaty, upon which similar treaties with other countries will 
hinge, that hopes are entertaincd of bettering the condition of the indigenous 
Jews in Roumania, that is to say if the rights demanded for Austrian Jewish 
subjects in that country should be conceded, It is are nt, howeve im the 
information which we have here given, that the Roumanian Governtient is 
sceking to make the new Treaty with Austria one sided in its character, and is 
once aguin asking greater privileges for Roumanian traders in Austria than it is 
inclined to reciprocate in the case of Austrians settled in that country. But the 
Rournanian Government is only acting on its usual principles im making a stand 
for one-sided legislation, Only avery short time ago a meeting of distillers and 
dealers in spirituous liqnors was held in Bucharest to protest against the pro- 

sed duty on drink. But the- indignant traders were speedily tranquillised by 
M. Moruzi, Prefect of Police, a notorious persecutor of the Jews. He stated that 
the daty would only be imposed in order to render it more difficult for Jews 
who owned great distilleries in Moldavia, to sell spirits ; they only would be 
taxed, whilst Christians would be able to increase their business through being 
exempted from paying duty. : 


The Rev. §S. § inger's lecture at the Jews’ College. ..™ Josephus against 
Apion,’ raised a question of gre at practical jimportance. What is to be done 
against calumny? Is it more advisable to reply to it,or to let it pass un- 
answered ? On the one hand, silence may be intrepreted as consent. If you do 
not answer charges, some may take it that you find the accusations unanswer- 
able. This point was naturally raiscd in support of meeti ng false charges every 
where, and on ull occasions. On the other hand, it may be urged that answers 
sometimes lend accusations an importance which does not properly belong to 
them. If the answer becomes immortal, so does the attack. This was particu- 
larly the case with Josephus’s work against Apion, and with the early Christiin 
Apologists. The zealous Israelites who have recently been tighting duels in 
Paris with M. Drumont have simply increased the sale of La France Juive ten 
fold. There is thus danger both in silence and in action. As Mr. Singer asserted 
no general rule of conduct can be laid down. Sometimes a fool must be answered 
according to his folly, and sometimes, as the Wise King sagaciously saw, he must 
be left to rave unchecked. Certainly ill-advised silence cannot do so much harm 
as ill-advised speech ; anid to the Jew who is anxious to rush into the breach to 
defend hia people's reputation before considering all the cost, our caution is the 
Talmudic aphorism, AWYN 9K) 3Y, “ Unless you are quite contident of doing 
good, the probability is that you will do barm.” 


The question of the abolition of “ offerings’’ in synagogues was mooted at 
several of the election meetings on Sunday last, and distinct advance has been 
made towards abolition. The defence of their retention is weak in the extreme 
How strong is the attack Mr. L. Goldberg showed at the Bayswater meeting. It 
is undoubted that the public announcement of money-offerings at the time of 
Reading the Law is quite indefensible. The hesitancy shown in abrogating the 
system is due to doubt as to its effects upon the finances of the several syna- 
Zogues. The question will no doubt be dealt with as part of the general Finan- 


cial question in the United Synagogue. 


Stadents of Jewish literature will shortly have an opportunity for pos- 
sessing themselves of valuable mementos of its recently deceased illustrious 
Nestor, Leopold Zunz, it appears, in addition to leaving to an aged female 
relative his personal property valued at £10,000, has bequeathed to her his rich 
library.

To him Palestine is an interesting country, but nothing more. [le does not se.

Jewish commonwealth. “ Palestine would hold two or three millions of inhal 
tants. What would become of the s-ven millions of Jews who could not tind 
room therein ?”"’ In what respect, moreover, he asks, would a Restoration improve 
the condition of the Jews? ‘ Could a Messiah uphold our civil rights better than 
President Cleveland in his first message ? Do we not hold the ballot in our hands ?

He 
sketches the careers of some of the “ Messiahs’’ who have appeared at different 
epochs ; Jesus, Bar-Cochiba, Raubeni, Molcho, Sabbatai Zebi--men who were the 
children of theirage, and whose lives were simply the retlection of the existing 
phase of the Messianic idea. . None of these Mess ahs achieved any success 
They aggravated, rather than ameliorated, the existing state of things.

Not the least striking of Mr. Schindler’s lectures are some supplementary 
essays, in which he expounds his views concerning modern Jadaism. He declares 
is approval of the advanced platform adopted at the Pittsburg Raobinical Con- 
ference which, while recognizing the Bible as “the most potent instrument of 
reli ious and moral instruction,” regarded it as“ reflecting the primitive ideas of 
its own age,” and rejected all such precepts of the Mosaic ceremonial law “ as are 
not adapted to the views and habits of modern civilisation.” Mr, Schindler's 
characteristic hatred of religious shame, however, does not show itself when he 
deals with such questions as the Sabbath and the Abrahamic rite. He quotes with 
approbation the timid action of the Pittsburg Conference in acknowledging “ the 
historical Sabbath” and yet allowing people to choose their own day of mst. 
Similarly as regards the Abrahamic rite he would “ grant liberty to every parent to 
do as he sees fit.” Both are instances of that laisse: fuire policy which is peculiarly 
dangerous in religious matters, and astonishingion the part of progressionists who 
y deplore the injury which has becn 
done to religion by this very drifting. But the anomaly illustrates the difficulty 
with which every religious reformer finds himself confronted. Ile is terrified at 
the monster he has himself raised. He chalks up “ No Popery ” and then rans 
away. Mr. Schindler's hearers may have justly complained that, while professing 
to give them light, he played them false at the last moment, and left them 
hopelessly groping in the darkness. Ie candidly confesses, however, his 
inability strictly to define Modern Jaduism ; for it is passing through a period 
of transit.on. He contents himself with comparing Judaism to the fabled 
phenix. “ [t is the constantly changing, but ever living religion of humanity.’’ 
Periodically it rises from the ashes of “its earthly environment,” but ever 


chanting the same song: “ There is but one God, and ail human beings are 


brethren.’ 


It is instructive to coatrast this new Gospel with the teachings of an Eng- 
lishman no less anxious for the stability of Judaism and no less deeply imbued

Iam not, now, raising this question on “ the desirability of a union with the 
Reform congregation,” but as to whether the action of the Executive of the Man- 
chester Spanish and Portuguese Congregation was right or wrong. Have the 
Executive broken covenant with the Founders?

During the proceedings Mr, N. L. i). Zimmer, ina speech occupying three quarters 
ofan hour in delivery, prop ed aseries of eleven resolutions, dealing with the scheme 
for yiving iner ased finan ial power to local Boards of Management. He said that 
two points shoul be kept in view in dealing © ith any schem>, and that was. an 
increase of income and reduttion of exp nditare. <A large namber of the ratepayers 
of the United Synagogue pailtheir quota by the sweat of their brow and could 
not afford to increase their payments. The object of the Union was to afford 
increased stability to the poorer synagogues. He would remind them thet at the 
timé of the Union the Great Synagogue handed over to the United Synagogue 
over £80,000 in funded proserty, and the New and Hambro’ Synagogues also handed 
over large sums of money. Those synagogues which had been buiit since the | nion 
were aidel hy these “funds. As the opulent members already migrated 
from the Uity. the least they could do was to help to maintain those synagogues 
from whoxe funds their new synagocues. had been built. He considered that the 
officials of the Ugited Svnagogue were not sufficiently utilised, and that there could 
be a reduction of officials and consequently of salaries. No Board of Management 
should be allowed to expend any surplus until the deficiency of all other synagogues 
had been provided for. : 

The Chairman explained that the Financial Scheme which was under considera- 
tion proposed to give greater powers to managers of synagogues, and thereby cause 
increased local interest in synagogal affairs. ) 

[t was resolved that Mr. Zimmer's resolutions should bo referred to the Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. J. Levy said that he b- lieved the aystem of cheap marriag’s had been 
abused. ‘ 

Mr. H. Rextwiteu said he felt that some explanation of his nomination as 
Warden was necessary. He did not know who nominated him, but he believed 
that it was done asa p‘otest against the alteration in the seryices by an officer of 
the synagogue. Mr. Rosenfeld, who was a gentleman of traly religious feeling. 
did not unfortunately sufficiently appreciate th» religious opinions of a large section 
of the members. and the nomination was a protest against the alteration of the 
service without the membé's being consulted.

The S:pharim and appurtenances were purchased in London 
by Mr. Joseph M. Ansell, of 22, Bedford Place, Russell Square, the silver bells, which 
are of handsome workmanship, being hisown manufacture. An attractive featare 
of the Dedica’ion Service in the Synagogue was the admirable singing of the mixed 
choir of ladies and gentlemen, numbering 25, under thé talented leadership of Mrs. 
Hermann Stern, who herself sang the solos. The services were condneted by Mr. 
8. Lawton (Lay Hon. Reader) assisted by Mr. J. Mudahy. Anappropriate sermon 
was preached by the Rev. Louis M. Thorner, late of New Orleans, who has opened a 
Jewish School in Kingston. A collection made after the service realised about £45. 
This sum will go towards the Synagogue Building Fund, which is still short by 
nearly £1,000. Mr. Mudahy subsequently entertained about guests at his 
house, and in reply to the toast of his and his wife's health, proporel py’ the Hon, 
Michael Solomon, he promised, if spared to celebrate his “ golden wedding,” that he 
would present to the Synapoge another Sryécr. with mantle, silver bel's, and a pair 
of golden crowps. 


DEATH OF AN HUNGARIAN JEwisH PATRioT,-Dr, Jacob Bohm, an eminent 
military doctor on the staff, has died at Pesth at the age of 65. He was highly 
esteemed by all classes for his humanity and benevolence. When in 1548, the 
prison at Arad was filled to overflowing with political prisoners, he wae enabled, 
through his great influence, to obtain many privileges for the patriots, who were 
expiating in gaol their offence in thirsting for freedom. Asa souvenir of his kind- 
ness, a number of these prisoners presented l/r. Bobm with a silver drinking horn. 
with the inecription, “ To the friend of humanity, 184%.’ Asa medical officer of 
health he rendered many valuable services, Dr. Bibm was throughout his life « 
thorough Jew in heart and in deed, and was well versed in and a generous patron 
of Hebrew literature. 

THE MAGYARISATION OF HuNGARY.—In the year 1895, a thousand years will 
have elapsed since the Kingdom of Hungary was founded by the Magyars. In con- 
nection with this circumstance, it is worthy of note that when the Magyars overran 
the country they found there a large number of Jews, and that among the invadera 
themselves there was a considerable body of Jews, viz, the Khozars. These two 
circun stances should combine to prevent any anti-Semitism in Hungary, seeing 
that Jews were settled there before the ancestors of the present race of Hungarians 
set foot in the land. 

“FIAZELL'’s ANNUAL CycLopamptia.’’—Under this title Messrs. Hazell and Co, 
of Long Acre, have published a useful handbook designed to relieve newspaper 
readers from the trouble of otherwise seeking information on questions, men and 
things frequeatly mentioned in periodical literature. The thoroughness aod success 
of the work is undoubted, Under * Jews" we find a disproportionate prominence 
given to the ‘* Jewish Question,” owing evidently to the article having been written 
when the Judenhetze was at its height. The Article * Talmud’ is a pattern of con- 
ciseness. A slip in the biography of Lord Rothschild should be corrected in subse- 
quent editions —his uncle (Sir Anthony), the firet Baronet, did not come to England 
in 1800, for the best of all reasons—he was not born till 1810 and then “came to 
England” by being born here.

The object of the Union was to afford 
increased stability to the poorer synagogues, He would remind them that at the 
time of the Uni n the Great Synagorue handed over to the Lnaited SVnagogue 
over £80,000 in funded property. and the New and Ilambro Synagogue salso handed 
over large sum« of money. Those synagogues which had been buiit since the Union 
were aided he these “funds As the opulent members already migrated 
from the City. the least they could do waa to help to maintain those synavogues 
from whose funds their new synagogues had been built. Ife considered that the 
officials of the U yited Svnag wue were not suffier ntly utilised. and that there could 
be a reduction of officials and consequently of ‘salaries. No Board of Management 
shonld he all wed to ¢ nd any surplus nntil the deficiency of all other 
had been provided for. 

The Chairman explained that the Financial Scheme which was under considera- 
tion proposed to give greater powers to managers of synagogues, and thereby cause 
increased local interest in synagogal affairs. 

It was resolved that Mr. Zimmer's resolutions should be referred to the Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. J. Levy said that he believed the system of cheap marriages had been 
abused. 

Mr. H. Bextwitcu said he felt that some explanation of his nomination as 
Warden was necessary. He did not know who nominated him, but he believed 
that it was done asa protest against the alteration in the services by an officer of 
the synavegue.

The Srpharim and appurtenances were purchased in London 
by Mr. Joseph M. Ansell, of 22, Bedford Place, Russell Square, the silver bells, which 
are of handsome workmanship, being hisown manufacture. Anattractive featare 
of the Dedica'ion Service in the Synagogue was the admirable singing of the mixed 
choir of ladies and gentlemen, numbering 25, under the talented leadership of Mrs. 
Hermann Stern, who herself sang the solos. The services'were condncted by Mr. 
Lawton (Lay Hon. Reader) assisted by Mr. J. Mudahy. Anappropriate sermon 
was preached by the Rev. Louis M. Thorner, late of New Orleans, who has opened a 
Jewish School in Kingston. A collection made after the service realised about £45.

DEATH OF AN HUNGARIAN JEWISH PATRIOT.—Dr, Jacob Bohm, an eminent 

military doctor on the staff, has died at Pesth at the age of 64. He was highly 
esteemed by all classes for his humanity and benevolence. When in 1545, the 
prison at Arad was filled to overflowing with political prisoners, he wae enabled, 
through his great influence, to obtain many privileges for the patriots, who were 
expiating in gaol their offence in thirsting for freedom, Asa souvenir of his kind- 
ness, a number of these prisoners presented Ir, Bobm with a silver drinking horn, 
vith the inecription, “To the friend of humanity, 184".'' Asa medical officer of 
vealth he rendered many valuable services. Dr. Bohm was throughout his life « 
horough Jew in heart and in deed, and was wel! versed in and a generous patron 
Hebrew literature. 

THE MAGYARISATION OF HuNGARY.—In the year 1895, a thousand years will 
ve elapsed since the Kingdom of Hungary was founded by the Magyars. In con- 
ction with this circumstance, it is worthy of note that when the Magyars overran 
» country they found there a large number of Jews, and that among the invaders 
ypmeelves there was a considerable body of Jews, viz, the Khozars. These two 

circun stances should combine to prevent any anti-Semitism in Hungary, seeing 
that Jews were settled there before the ancestors of the present race of Hungarians 
set foot in the land, 

“ HAZELL’S ANNUAL CycLopampia.’—Under this title Messrs. Hazell and Co, 
of Long Acre, have published a useful handbook designed to relieve newspaper 
readers from the trouble of otherwise seeking information on questions, men and 
things frequeutly mentioned in periodical literature.
